Code of Ordinances, Section 6-4043

PURPOSE:

The panel holds public hearings to make nominations to the City Council for the
designation of buildings, sites and districts for each category. It shall have the
responsibility of administering the city historic preservation regulations and for
approving or disapproving applications for certificates of appropriateness.

COMPOSITION & QUALIFICATIONS:

The Commission consists of eleven (11) members and is composed as follows:

Two (2) registered architects;

One(1) registered landscape architect;

One (1) urban planner;

One (1) neighborhood representative;

One (1) real estate professional;

One (1) land developer;

One (1) lawyer;

One (1) historian;

One (1) artist; and

One (1) historic preservation professional.

The first six (6) vacancies shall be filled by the City Council and shall be made by
nomination of paired districts along with the at large council member. Subsequent
Council nominations shall be made in the same manner until a total of six nominations
has been reached. The next three (33) vacancies shall be filled by nomination of the
Mayor in the order vacant. Thereafter, the next two vacancies shall be filled by
nomination of the President of Council in the order vacated. (If Council fails to make
nomination within 30 days of written notice of the vacancy, the Mayor may make
nomination without recommendation from Council.) Thereafter, the city council, always
making nomination from paired Council districts in the above stated sequential manner,
shall alternate w/the Mayor & President of Council in making nominations as positions
become vacant.

TERM:
Three (3) years w/a two (2) consecutive term limit or three terms total or nine (9) years.

COMPENSATION:
Members are eligible compensation for actual expenses incurred in the performance of

their duties.
